and beliefs the same. It was in Connecticut that the family, like others, < & 9 
had to fight their hardest battles. The frontier of New England was the 
proving ground of man's ability to survive. ... their stability in any 


effort was soon proven or disproven, those who were weak soon gave way to

a more hardy species, which resulted in the America of today. 


It is true the Family of Fairchild had help from the Crown, in 
their coming to America. Their Coat of Arms, well established long before 
they sailed, had nothing to do with the fight for existence after their | 
arrival. Like most families, they readily adapted themselves to the habits 
and mode of living of the times. Being in the lessor realm of the Royal 
House of England, little attention did they receive from the ruling heads 
of state and they were treated as step-children, which they were. 

To feel proud of the first comers to America is taken by many as 
a matter of course, yet to be numbered among those who down through the 
years not only survived but went forward with their country and to. be among 
the few families ‘ie can trace their ancestors as far back as the Family 
of Fairchild, it is indeed an honor, When one looks back to the fight ‘of 
not only Thomas Fairchild, but all of those who came first, he can appreciate 
the circumstances of not having powder for their guns in their many Indian 
warn, 3b dn then we are recinded of the ‘new they hud only thee wits to 
keep them from the fireestake.

Of Thomas Feirchild's 1ife before America we know little, Thomas 
was to live through all the hardships of the frontier and to leave iMbedded 
deeply in the annals of legend and written history a story of a "Clan" « 
nothing outstanding, yet it is enough that the brands of his tree planted 
some three hundred years ago tcday spread their leaves across this broad 
; land we call America e .

Of the original Thomas, part of the family moved into New York state at 
an early date. It is there today one finds the same hereditary customs, 
the same facial resemblence’ of the family who live in Mississippi. me 
same is found wherever one finds the name Fairchild, provided of course 
he is not an adopted son. Of their customs in seeking the end of the 
rainbow, this too was handed down, yet many of the family have lived in 
‘one place all their lives. 

Of the family in Carolina, we find as early as 1797 Dr. Samel 
Fairchild in the practice of medicine. He is believed to be the son of 
Curtis. As Samvel had a son by the name of Samuel, who was born in 1790, 
we know this mst be the house of Curtis. Like the branch who emigrated 
to Mississippi, we have had at least two who were doctors and maybe ‘more, - 
proof that like father like son, the vocation of the family is handed dow 
through generations. | 

Of the sons of Thomas, the brother of Curtis and Robert, we are 
sure that after reading the will of Thomas ivoire in this biography), 
John, the oldest, went into service of the province as a land surveyors 
He was instructed in early 17L0 to survey some 20,000 acres of land for the 
Chickasaw Zadians. As the Chickasaw Nation was centered around Philadelphia, 
Mississippi, it is believed the lend in question lay south of the Ghoetaw 
boundary (the Choctaws were related closely to the Chickasaws) and was land 


given the Choctaws by Chief Pushmahata, s, é 
John's coming into the Indian Nation, it is believed, planted =e 

the seeds of discontent in his kin's minds, by his stories of such a ’ \ 

beautiful land. Such stories must have been told when John was quite old io ery 


as upon his return to the Province of Carolina, he soon moved into Georgia 
where he became Justice of the Peace, and signed his name John Thomas 
Fairchild. It was in Berkley County, Georgia that John raised his family and 
where his siter, after marriage, joined hin. We believe this was Elisabeth, 
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in 17735 and Sarah, in 1857. It is believed Samuel had another daughter 
who was born in 1759. ave 

Thomas, the brother of Samuel, it seems had five childrens 
Willdam, born in 1756; Loften, in 17583 Robert, in 1760, Abram, no birth 
date, snd John in 1764. The correct establishment of the families of 
Samuel and Thomes has a direct bearing on the family 4n their coming into . 
Mississippi. It does, however, make Thomas about fifty-one years old at 
the time of his youngest child's birth. Considering the fact that women 
died young at that time leaves us to believe Thomas was married more than 
Onces | ; 

Of Curtis! family there were few if any records that gave, direct 
connections of any children or of whom he married. Again we find it a 
common practice, or habit, of the male and female branch of the Fairehild 
family to live in bechelorhood or to be an old maid. This could have. 
happened in Curtis! case. Failing to establish a record does not mean . 
Curtis never married. We know there were more Fairchilds in Cexclina, at 
this time. We failed, however, to find facts bearing out that any of them

this biography, and one of the five brothers, first came to Natchez with his 
brother Abram about 1601-3. In 1805 we find Willier living in St. Leandra 
Parish, Louisiana, It was there that several of his children were born 
and it is believed his first wife, Sarah, died. After the death of Sarah 
willdam returned to Mississippi and later married Susannah Regen. His 
return to the state finds him settled on the Homochitto river in 1816, It 
was there William prospered and would have remained except for a flood which 
destroyed most of his livestock and all of his crops. Discouraged, William : 
again set out looking for land on which to build in the year 1819=20. 

The movements of William after leaving the Homochiéto ieaheaitend 
are questionale. We next find William in Hinds County in 162), then in 
1825 land was purchased in Green County. Whether he lived on the Green 
County homestead more than a short time or not is not known. We find hin 
in Hinds County again in 1626. It was in Hinds county that he eventually | 
settled near old Palestine church. It was at this place that Williem, after 
his second marriage, completed his life span. He died in 1827. y! 

It seems that after the death of William's first wife he becuse c 
quite unsettled. His moving from Louisiana to Mississippi did not ceowl as 
profitable financially as it should, due to-his inability to sell his fs : ns 
Louisiana holdings for the profit due on a plantation such as he had. 
Family legend does not show the Louisiana plantation was sold wtil after 
the death of William in 1827. It is said that John A. and James B. received 
mnt of their money from their father's holdings in Louisiana. Later events 
fn the lives of both of these sons of William bear out the fact that their 
wealth in the 1850s came from some course. Of William May Fakohild, the third 


- gon of William, we do not find any great amount of wealth in his family, and 
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or Sarah, As the fanily of the brothers at this time were well established 
in South Carolina, we find them visiting quite often. 

Of necessity in our search for truth of the house of Fairchild, 
we again turn to the house of Robert, son of Thomas who first settled on 
the Pee Dee River. It is of the house of Robert that the family who cams 
to Mississippi sprang. Reluctant though we are, we must rely to some 
extent on our imagination in the movements of the: family in their trek 
into Georgia, then in their coming to Mississippi territory. Neither are 
we sure of a definite date or who was the first.of the four brothers that 
sane to the state. (We think they were William and Abram). ’ . 

Of the sons of Robert, grandson of Thomas, there were ~_ boys, 

_William, Loften, Robert, Abram and | John. Of his daughters, we do not have 
the names, nor do we know if there were more sons. It is believed that 
William joined his Uncle John in Georgia first. Hearing the stories of his 
Uncle John and the time he surveyed the Chickasaw land, it is believed that 
he became infatuated to the extant of seeking a new home 4n such a country. 
This must have been at the turn of the century, as early es 1802. Yet we 
do not have records to bear out his coming to the state other than the fact

It was in the early 1830s that James B. Fairchild purchased a | 
plantation at "Fairchild Forks" as it is known today, a cross-road some_ 
ten miles from Utica on the Jackson and Utica road. The former owner, 
having lost his home and all his furnishings by fire, sold the land and 
Slaves by suction in order to settle his debts. James! bid was the highest, 
and in the sale there was over a thousand acres of land, some ten slaves, 
livestock, farming tools, etc. James set about to replace the home which 
was lost by fire and from Simpson county he hauled the longleaf Pine 
logs for the roomssy for the lumber, as was the practice of the day, he 
“whippedsawed" biy slave labor, joist, flooring and other necessary dumber 
to build alhome which has stood the ravages of time from that day to 
this (1957). The house, facing east with its front porch supported by 
ict square columns, furnishes a beautiful setting for the large cedars 
and magnolias set when the house was originally built. The furniture, 
consisting of four-poster beds, marble top drewwers imported from Italy, 
and of black onyx. The piano stands today as it did during the Civil. 

War when General Sherman used the house as headquarters. The daughter of 

Dr. Joseph Fairchild, som of James and grandson of William, who fell heir 

to the property left in detail a report of her experience with the Yankees
